For hungry people it 
works, but when they are fed 
they are caught. 

“I don’t see any sign of a 
break between Russia and China. 
I don’t go into China myself. 
But in Burma I talk with many 
who do. They tell me that. 

“But they also say that the old 
fight continues. There are two 
factions in China. One is dis- 
turbed by the growing Russian 
influence and wants China’s com- 
munism to be China’s and free of 
any direct connection with Rus- 
sia. They want the technicians 
—and Russia has about 5,000 of 
them in China living in the vil- 
lages on exactly the same level 
as the villagers. But, they don’t 
want Russia to be obtaining of- 
ficial privileges and the ability 
to make decisions about China’s 
policy. x 

“Then,” he said, taking a deep 
gulp of a double gimlet, “there is 
the Chinese faction which wants 
to go all Russian and to have no

MUNSAN, Korea, Dec. 24— 
(AP)—Truce negotiators met 
Monday in two winter- 
whipped tents near the little 
Korean wayside village of 
Panmunjom, but the peace 
they were seeking remained 
lost in a maze-of bickerings.

Mao Tse-tung. That’s where he 
has been all along. He is bound 
to be worried. The people who 


go in there tell me that the Chi- 
nese peasants are getting a little 
restive. Millions of them don’t 
know anything about the govern- 
ment. I doubt if more than 10,- 
000,000 Chinese were ever di- 
rectly involved in both sides of 
the Nationalist-Communist cam- 
paign. And there are more than 
400,000,000 persons in China. In 
a sense, a large proportion of 
these are even more illiterate and 
uninformed than the remote In- 
dian villagers. It is ridiculous to 
call the government there a ‘peo- 
ple’s government.’ The majority 
doesn’t know what it is. 

“They are growing restive,” he 
said, “for a very peculiar reason. 
The Communists are much more 
efficient than the Nationalists. 
They boast they are not taxing 
the people as did the National- 
ists. They are not. They are 
taxing in kind. That is to Say, 
in exchange for seed they take 
grain. In exchange for tools, 
they take more grain. In ex- 
change for books and teachers, 
they take rice. And so on. They 
also are conscripting on a scale 
greater than that of the Nation- 
alists, and again, more effi- 
ciently.

As a first order of business, 
Fianagan .said the subcommittee 
wants to ascertain just what serv- 
ices Nathan performed to warrant 
the payment of a $57,000 commis- 
gion by the Landulant Torrance 
‘Corporation which purchased gov- 
erment-owned equipment in the 
Alcoa plant at Torrance, Calif. 


DEAL YIELDS MILLION 


The basic purchase price paid 
by the syndicate, made up of New 
Yorkers and Californians, was 
$750,000 but, under a special per- 
centage arrangement, it is under- 
stood the government ultimately 
realized in excess of $1,000,000 
from the sale. 

Nathan told of the transaction 
first to the House ways and means 
subcommittee investigating tax 
scandals. In testimony on Dec. 5, 
he described it as one of a num- 
ber of deals he arranged for others, 
never putting up money himself, 
in the hope of being “taken care 

of.’ 

This facet of his shoestring op- 
erations came out as he denied 
under oath having participated 
with Bert K. Naster of Hollywood, 
Fla., in an attempt to get $500,000 
from Abraham Teitelbaum, 
wealthy Chicago attorney, for set- 
tling his tax difficulties at Wash- 
ington.

Britain On Way 
Toward Recovery 


Things are looking better for Britain. 
Although she is still losing her gold and dol- 


lar reserves, the Churchill government’s plans ° 


for the future indicate that the vast empire 
network of raw materials and trade will 
regain its lost position within a few months. 

Policies of the Socialist government which 
preceded Churchill tended to drive Britain 
to a retrenchment policy, a virtual abandon- 
ment of her aggressive trade policies without 
which the island economy itself cannot sur- 
The alarming trends, which saw Brit- 


The United States and the Western World 
are inevitably tied to Britain. Her domin- 


ion over raw materials in many areas directly 


affects the economy of the United States. 
Her oil interests in the Middle East, her rub- 
ber producing areas in Malaya and else- 
where, her merchant tonnage, her naval 
power—all of these are important to the 
United States, to the free world, to world 
commerce and stability. 

It is interesting to note that the Inter- 
national Bank for Reconstruction and Devel- 
opment plans to assist Britain for projects of 
development in the remaining British colo- 
nial areas. These areas, including Malaya, 
are now threatened by Communists, as the 
old system of colonial exploitation collapses. 
It is in our interest to defeat this Communist 
infiltration, while at the same time encour- 
aging development of these backward areas 
as a weapon against it. 

Also in that connection, it is interesting 
to note that the World Bank is looking for 
a formula to enable it to act as a temporary 
trustee for the Iranian oil industry, putting it 
back to work while Britain and Iran continue 
to work for a permament solution of this 
knotty problem, now falling rapidly into 
Communist plans. The Iranian problem must 
be solved, just as the whole Middle East 
situation must be dealt with. Under Church- 
ill, Britain should be able to take steps which 
would help to prevent a further deterioration 
of the West’s position there—a deterioration 
which is threatening to throw the whole 
Middle East in the direction in which China 
has already traveled. 


Steps already taken by the Churchill gov- 


ernment are going a long way toward restor- 
ing world confidence in Britain’s pound ster- 
ling, in her intentions to move boldly ahead 
to meet the crisis facing the Commonwealth 
in world affairs, and in her leadership. Brit- 
ish recovery is necessary for world recovery, 
just as a healthy Britain is a must in efforts 
to combat further spread of communism. 

It is in the best interests of the United 
States to move side by side with Britain as 
a full partner in bringing peace and stability 
to a troubled world. Without such mutual 
partnership, the job will be doubly difficult 
if it can be done at all.

A Fine Christmas Gift 
For 4,000 Children 


They say that Christmas is a time for 
children. 

Up in Whitfield County more than 4,000 
youngsters in city and county public schools 
have had their eyes examined for visual de- 
fects by the Dalton Lions Club. 

What better Christmas gift for children 
en masse than to have a group of public- 
spirited citizens provide the means whereby 
physical handicaps, if they exist, can be re- 
vealed? 

And for the new year, these same chil- 
dren are to be given hearing tests by the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

There are hundréds of children in Geor- 
gia who suffer from visual and audio defects. 
Many of these defects are undetected. The 
fact they exist is reflected in poor school 
work, lack of confidence and other person- 
ality defects. 

No better gift could be made these chil- 
dren than to discover these defects early 


started by one administration and left unfin- 
ished and forgotten by the next. 

In an interview reported by The Bruns- 
wick News, Mr. Neél declarés that in the 
closing months of every administration there 
has been a mad rush to get under construction 
all road and bridge commitments of that ad- 
ministration, the officials knowing full well 
that a new board with new commitments 
would take over as the new administration 
went into office.

Surely our highway program needs a 
continuity and a rigid adherence to good road 
building practice, something which has been 
lacking in the past. The present board seems 
to be working toward that objective. 

Warren Neel is a veteran highway engi- 
neer, a career man if you please. His years 
of service with the State Highway department 
give weight to his words. We are ready to 
listen when he offers advice on roads.

A Sacrifice 


Foxes were the subject of two news 
stories in Friday’s Constitution. One item 
was that the veterinarians of the State Health 
Department are meeting with fox hunters in 
an effort to control rabies in the state. 

The other, from Dublin, said that a 21l- 
month-old boy was taking antirabies treat- 
ment after having been bitten by a ber- 
serk fox. 

The first story said that the fox is a prin- 
cipal source of rabies infection. “The wild 
creatures, abundant in most Georgia coun- 
ties, are highly valued by sportsmen,” the 
text continued. “It is believed that co-oper- 
ation from the fox hunters will prove in- 
valuable*in helping fight the spread of 
rabies.” 

We don’t know just what the hunters can 
do unless they catch each fox in Georgia 
and inoculate him, then turn him loose. 

Of this we are sure. If we can eradicate 
the disease without wiping out the fox popu- 
lation, that’s fine. But if it takes ridding 
Georgia of foxes to eliminate rabies, then 
reynard has got to go.

Truman Shows 


His Hand? 


WASHINGTON—President Truman’s cool re- 

action to further internal revenue tax scandals 

, since his return from Florida is cited by political 

daabrece as added evidence of his intention not to seek a third term. 
Here is the way some of the analysts are sizing up the situation: 


Mr. Truman was on vacation 
in Florida when the latest tax 
scandals were unearthed. While 
he did seem to cut short his 
visit by a few days, the excuse 
given for his return to Wash- 
fngton when he did was a meet- 
ing of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and not anything to do with dis- 
closures by the House investi- 
gating committee, which has 
been digging into operations of 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue, 


After conferring with hi¢ 
top military advisers he took 
up the tax scandals with other 
Administration leaders, but 
without any sort of flourish 
that would indicate the con- 
cern of a man who, under fire, 
is a candidate for re-election. 
He went about it all in a calm 
and collected way, minus the 
dramatics it would have been 
possible for him to inject into 
the situation, if he had been 
willing. 


To put it another way, if he 
had been a candidate for re- 
election, the President might 
have seized the opportunity to 
dramatize himself when he left 
Key West for Washington by 
announcing that he was hasten- 
ing his return to fhe White 
House to clean up the mess ex- 
posed in one of the important 
government bureaus. He could 
have delivered a few ringing 
utterances about putting the 
malefactors in jail that would 
have commanded a sympathetic 
hearing from the country, since 
Mr. Truman is not personally 
involved in any of the scandals. 


A candidate for office, it is 
argued, would have handled it 
this way, hammering away on 
the theme of misplaced confi- 
dence in people. It would have 
been possible for him to provide 
scapegoats and chop off a few 
heads here and there. 


But whatever his inner re- 
actions, the President showed 
no signs of concern. He has 
acted like a man who is not 
bothered at the thought of an 
issue being raised against him 
and therefore was proceeding in 
his own way. 

Trained politician that he is, 
The President undoubtedly re- 
alizes that the scandals will lose 
much of their potency if he is 


not a candidate to succeed him- 


self. If another man emerges as 


the Democratic nominee it will 
be difficult to hold him respon- 
sible for the acts of the preced- 
ing administration. That point 
was, pretty well proven in the 
election of Calvin Coolidge after 
the scandals of the Harding Ad- 
ministration. 

The Republicans may be ex- 
pected to do a lot of talking 
about the loose workings of the 
government tax collecting 


agency in the coming campaign, 


but unless Mr. Truman is a 
candidate it will lose much of 
its effect: As a candidate, the 
President’s cue now would be to 
move dramatically to counter- 
act the criticism. He is moving 
in the opposite direction, de- 
termined but slowly and cau- 
tiously. 

It all adds up to the attitude 
of a man who is planning to 
seek no further favor from the 
voters. Many of those who had 
been convinced up’ to a short 
time ago that Mr. Truman had 
his eyes set on a third term 
have only changed their minds. 
They look on his behaviour in 
the latest tax disclosures as giv- 
ing a clue to the situation. If he 
were planning to run again, it 
is said, his conduct would be 
different.

Subsequently, talking with a 
number of workers in a small 
French factory—only one of 
them was a Communist—this re- 
porter heard two simple points 
made over and over again. First, 
the Russians wanted nothing but 
peace, Second, the United States, 
ruled by profit-hungry capital- 
ists, was impelling the world to- 
ward war. 


This sort of thing can hard- 
ly be considered a rewarding 
return on a huge propaganda 
investment. Even in well-in- 
formed England, the impres- 
sion is widespread that the 
United States is now in the 
hands of Senator McCarthy, 
and that anyone who publicly 
disagrees with McCarthy is in- 
stantly suppressed. As for the 
Middle East, about all that can 
be said is that the United 
States is a little less hated 
than Israel in the Arab states, 
and a little less hated than 
Britain in Egypt and Iran— 
hardly a major propaganda 
victory. 


#A]1l this is not for want of try- 
ing. The Voice of America un- 
doubtedly includes able men. 
Presumably large numbers of 
people hear the Voice of Amer- 
ica broadcasts in Europe and 
the Middle East—although in 
three months of travel this re- 
porter never met one of these 
people. The United States In- 
formation Service also employs 
many extremely able and ener- 
getic officials, who are doing the 
best job they can within the 
limits of their directives, dis- 
tributing news, pamphlets, and 
motion pictures, and running 
the American libraries abroad. 
In the first place, the propa 
gandists, who seem almost to 
have swallowed the regular 
American embassy staffs in 
some countries, are naturally 


concerned to “sell” the United 
States in these countries. This 
reinforces the tendency, particue 
larly visible in the Middle East, 
to transform American foreign 
policy into a sort of popularity 
contest. American foreign pole 
icy should be concerned, not 
with the popularity of the 
United States, but with the ine 
terests of the United States, 
which is something quite dif- 
ferent. 

Furthermore, it is sometimes 
difficult for American propae 
gandists even to tell the truth, 

The margin of effectiveness of 
our official] propaganda could be 
increased if the effort were die 
vorced from the State depart- 
ment, for the State department 
connection contributes to the 
stuffiness and banality of Amere- 
ican propaganda. But in fact 
the effectiveness of even the 
most streamlined and toughe 
minded official American propa- 
ganda organization can never be 
more than marginal. The of- 
ficial label almost automatically 
undermines an official propa- 
ganda effort. 

It is almost universally agreed 
in Europe, for example, that 
whereas the official—and ex- 
pensive—Voice of America is 
largely a waste of time, the un- 
official Radio Free Europe has 
had a real impact. A determined, 
professional effort in the unof- 
ficial and tovert field could un- 
doubtedly pay real dividends. 

But even this sort of thing is 
not going to win the cold war 
for us. Above all, we ought to 
forget the notion that vast “cam- 
paigns of truth” are going to 
save us at cut rates. We shall be 
saved, if at all, by wise leader- 
ship combined with real nae 
tional power. Leadership and 
national power, rather than 
words, however eloquent, will 
make allies and deter enemies.
